ciently accurate. At this hall. the onlv ne- 
cessar\fextra expenses would be for eoa!s, lights 
and washing, which,with tbe outlay for cloth- 
ing and books, need not exhaust the margin 
of $300. Having thus found the minimum 
cost of residing at Oxford during tweive 
terms, which represent, as we have seeu,from 
eighteen to twenty-four weeks annuatly for 
three years, we will now compare these figures 
with the lowest practicable expenditure of a 
self-supporting student at Harvard Univer- 
sity. ‘ 

At Harvard, the tuition fee is $159 a year, 
and the weekly price of board ian the club 
dining ball, according to the president’s re- 
port for 1877-78, was $4.05, or about one-half 
the price charged at the better private board- 
ing houses. If, now, we aliow 3150 for room 
rent, furniture, fires, lights, washing, books 
and clothing. we shall have a total of $450, 
which may fairly enough be deemed the mini- 
mum expenditure of a Harvard under- 
graduate. This would mean an aggre- 
gate outlay of $1,800 in the four aca- 
demical years, a sum rather below than above 
the Oxonian limit, when we take into account 
the fact that a college year at Harvard means 
nearly twice as many weeks as at Oxford. in 
other words,four years at Harvard really cost 
less than three years at Oxford. So much for 
the necessary expenses. Now for the aveaage 
gmount which ason of affluent parents may 
reasonably be expected to spend in either 
university without acquiring a reputa- 
tion for extravagance. This now varies, we are 
told. at Harvard from $1,000 to $1,800 a vear 
(exclusive of vacation expenses), while in 
cettain colleges at Oxford where a somewhat 
luxurious style of living prevails, an under- 
graduate would need from £300 to £500 for 
only twenty-four weeks of residence, and the 
latter figure would by no means attest a 
very lavish or ostentatious expenditure. 
Indeed, if a man hunts pretty 
constantly, as many Oxford men _ do, 
£500 would not leave much margin, after all 
necessary charges had been paid, for the grat- 
ification of gastronomic or iesthetic tastes. 
Commoners bave been known to spend £2,000 
or £5,000 a year at Oxsord without provoking 
the censure of their college dons or attracting 
much notice among undergraduates outside of 
theirown set. Onthe other band, we doubt 
if such sums could be disbursed by a Harvard 
student without calling fortha good deal of 
remark among his classmates, and sharp ex- 
pressions of disapproval on the part of the 
faculty.

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How the Dutch Rule Java. 
[Correspondence Philadelphia Times. | 

The Dutch make no pretense that they have 
a noble mission to fill, as do the English in 
India, and they never waste words concerning 
their great duty of civilizing and christianiz- 
ing the barbarous nations and tribes of the 
Kast. They frankly admit that they are ad- 
hering to Java because they find it profitable 
for them to do so, and when they are criticis- 
ed by English writers for certain features of 
their administration they intimate that it is 
nobodv’s business but their own. In the 
first place they exercise the right 
of saying who shall or who shall not come to 
Java, and when they permit .a man to visit 
them they limit his stay to the period they 
think proper. This system works admirably 
jin respect to the immigration of the Chinese, 
who have been permitted to enter Java only 
in such numbers as seem good to the authori- 
ties. No man of the strictly cooley class is al- 
lowed to land onthe island. Every Chinese 
must give security that he will not become a 
public charge, and must show a certain 
amount of monev for the transaction of busi- 
ness, and, furthermore, he must indicate the 
kind or kinds of business in which he will en- 
gage, There are many Chinese in Java, but, 
hy reason of the restrictions, they ure of a 
better sort than we find geneyally in California 
or Australia. 

The Government of Java is administered on. 
the principle that everv man must be indus- 
trious and will be paid by the Government for 
hisindustrv. The country is divided into 
districts and each district is under the control 
ofa Duteh official, but be does not deal di- 
rectly with the natives. The actual contact 
with the native is through their own ehfefs, 
who aresustained in authority and protected 


from quarrelsome neighbors solongas they 
conduct themselves properly. They 
have a liberal allowance for their per- 


sonal expenses, so that they can maintain the 
stile that befits their rank and to which they 
were accustomed before the conquest of the 
island, Every few vears a census is taken in 
each district, so that the Governinent knows te 
aman, woman and child the number of pro- 
ductive hands in the control of each and every 
Chief. 


aecording to its capabilities, after” taking

*Itisan inflexible rule of the authorities 
that the Duteh officials and employes of every 
grade shall learn the languae of the people, 
and, on the other band, the natives are dis- 
couraged as much as possible from learning 
Dutch. Advancementin the civil and mili- 
tury service of the island is largely dependent 
upon fluency in the Malay tongue, and if a 
young man is unable to master it at the end 
of afew vears, he is packed off home again, 
and told to stay there. Itis easv to see that 


this policy tends to give a better con- 
trol over the vee Se DY making the 
afficials familiar with their wants. and enab- 


lingthemto communicate’ without the ne- 
cessity for an interpreter. It also putsa seri- 
OuUSs restriction upon conspiracies, and on cer- 
tain historical occasions it has nipped in the 
bud some flowers of rebellion which micht 
have blossomed into open revolt. The Dutch 
have gone to Java to stay: they have con- 
structed railways, built harbors and given the 
boon of good wagon-roads to the length and 
breadth of the island.

The 
crowd cheered lustily in spite of the fog and 
bitter cold. The meeting began at two to-day.

SIX THOUSAND PEOPLE WEAR THE GREEN

CASTLEBAR, December 7.—Six thousand 
people attended the land meeting to-day on 
Krench Hill, three miles from Castlebar. 
Banners, flags and the usual mottoes were.

Resolutions 
were passed calling on the landlords to reduce 
their rents, condemning the arrest of Brennan 
and other land agitators and asking the Irisn 
representatives to call on the Government to 
advance money for relief works and to give 
employment tothe poor. Rev. Canon Magee,

RENT PAYING AND ILOMICIDE. 

The principal speaker was James Daly, who 
awaits his trial for seditious language. He 
denied that the language he bad used was 
seditious. He did not blame the Government 
for his arrest, but he condemned all tvranni- 
cal landlords, who went to the Government, 
hat in hand, and begged them,for God’s sake, 
to have the agitators arrested. He said that 
the landlords wanted to use the land for their 
own purposes and take advantage of the dis- 
tress to drive the people from the soil. He did 
not believe that he would bave to suffer a 
day’s  Mepterene aga The Government should 
furnish the people with seed and maintain 
them until the crops were abundant. If not 
the people would pav no rent until they could 
afford it. Men would be guilty of man- 
slaughter who should pay their landlord and 
let their wives and children starve.

of the guard and other ancient personages will 


be an establishment sadly out of keeping with 
Canadian institutions. Under the old French 
regime, a hundred and fifty yeurs ago, the 
Court at Quebec, although not presided over 
by any blood relation of His Most Christian 
Majesty, was nevertheless popular, for it suit- 
ed the times and the people. The seigniors 
were the younger sons of the French nobility, 
and, celum non adniman mutant qui trans 
mare currunt, thev had brought with them 
a sincere ,luve for the mummeries they 
had borne a hand in at the Courtof Ver- 
suilles. As for the people, they were vassals 
by birth and a long lineage, and they felt th it 
in Supporting a fashionable Court and sub- 
mitting Without a murmur to the exactions of 
the patricians they were only doing their duty 
in that state of life into which it had pleased 
God to call them. The principal ceremonies of 
the Castle of St. Louis were the meals. Half a 
dozen times a year ot so, and always at New 
Years, the seigniors paid their respects to His 
Majesty’s representative, Kneeling before 
His Excellienevand repeating the ancient oath 
of tidelity, and there Was an occasional ball at 
which these lords of the soiland their wives 
danced the stately minuect; but the meals, the 
dinners especially, were the grandest affairs 
of state. In those days the science of gour- 
mondise Was the popular science at Versailles, 
and the dishes invented by Vatel, that master 
mechanic of the kitchen, who stabbed himseif 
through the heart because the supply of fish 
was  insufticient for a feast, and by the 
Duchesse de berri; Mme. de Pompadour, 
Mme. de Maintenon, the Duchesse de Vil- 
leroy and other ladies who held sway at court 
as much through their skill in gourmandise as 
through their personal attractions, were cher- 
ished as the most important of state’ secrets. 
At Quebec they imitated Versailles in this, 
and even surpassed it in manv things, for the 
waters of the St. Lawrence and the land of 
New France supplied them with many a deli- 
cacy not dreamt of in the cooking philosophy 
of the Old World. The Duchesse of Orieans 
declares in ber **Memoires’’ that she often. 
saw Louis Quatorze eat four piatesful of dif- 
ferent soups, a whole pheasant, a partridge, 
a salad, mutton bastea with garlic. two 
slices of ham and adishof pastry, besides 
sweetmeats and fruits, andif the old chroni- 
clers are to be believed, the Governors at 
Qduebec were trenchermen worthy of their 
roval master. Of one of them, Mr. Beauhar- 
nois, weird tales of gluttony are told. It was 
Handel who used to order dinner for tive or 
six, and who, when the waiter announced 
that it was ready and inquired for the compa- 
ny, would draw up his chairtothe table and 
exclaiming, **Oh, de company.is here, Cam 


de company,’’ would fall singlehanded 
upon the feast. Beauharnois had a similar 


weakness. QOnone occasion he stowed away 
so many lobsters—Tadousac, atthe mouth of 
the Saguenay.was,as the Indian word implies, 
the lobster headquarters at that period—while 
on «a Visit to a seignior in one of the southern 
parishes that he had to be carried tothe Cas- 
tle St. Louis on a stretcher, and kept.his vice- 
regal bed fortwo months. ‘Taffanel, Barrin, 
Vaudreme, Frontenac and other Governors 
were noted eaters,and the State dinners resem- 
bled those of Claudius or Vitellus or Tiberius. 
The ancient gourmands of Greece and Rome 
prided themselves on whiting from Megara, 
eels from Lake Copais, kids from Sicyon, oys- 
ters from Britain ahd pigs from the Arcadian 
valleys, but their bill of fare would have 
looked famine-stricken beside the salmon 
from the Saguenay, the ovsters from Verve, 
the moose from the Upper River, the snipe, 
woodcock, Wild duck and geese of Sillery, 
the bears of Beaufort, and the ravishing 
grapes and bluesberries from the banks 
of the St. Charles that. graced the ta- 
bles of the Castle St. Louis. At state din- 
ders of the present day the guests dine: then 
they fed. It was quantitas non qualitas, a 
square meal nota dinner. Even the ladies 
gorged themselves. In the days of Henry III. 
of England the daily allowance to a maid of 
honcr was a gallon of ale and achine of beef 
for breakfast. a piece of beefund a gallon of 
ale for dinner, in the afternoon a gallon of ale 
and a maniple of bread, for supper a mess of 
porridge, a piece of mutton and a gallon of 
ule, and after supper. by way of something to 
sleep on, bread and half a gallon of wine.

seixniors who frequented the Castle St. Louis 
had no stated allowance; they appear to have 
followed the primitive custum attributed in 
the ballad to Martin Halligan’s aunt, 

Who ate when she was hungry, 

And drank when she was dry. 

Karly in the morning, before they were out 
of bed, a servant brought them the coup 
Wappetit, a stiff horn of brandy to brace them 
up for breakfast, which consisted of chickens 
and chicken broth, fish, fruit and cakes. At 
I they had luncheon, at 4 dinner, at 7 demi- 
souper and at 9 supper, each meal being 
preeeded by the cuup dappetit and 
accompanied with ~~ brandy, Hollands 
and wine, chiefly Canary. Besides this they 
ate promiscuously and without regard to 
schedule time between meals, and thus it is 
easy to believe the historian Ferland when in 
one Of bis lighter sketches he says, **It was 
quite noticeable thatthe air of Quebec and 
the breezes from the pleasant waters of the 
Gulf agreed amazingly with the ladies from 
Old France.’’ Tea was seldom used: it was 
known as a China drink good, as old Pepys 
says, **for cold and defluxions,’’ but not as a 
beverage.

THE FINGER NAILS. | 


A Visit to the Operating Room of a 
Manicure— Her Methods and Pa- 


trons. | 
[From the New York Sun. } 


The person who, alone in New York, makes 
aspecialty of attending to the finger nails, 
lives in handsome quarters on Twenty-third 
street, near Booth’s Theater. There a Sun 
reporter founa her, in's large and richly fur- 
nished parlor, but asmall portion of which, 


behind a green silken screen and near 
a window, was set apart 
for the practice of her pro- 


fession. Behind that screen on a small table 
were displayed many gleaming scissors of odd 
shapes, bright ivory handled knives and files, 
boxes of cosmetics and polishingjpowders,bot- 
tles of perfume, and an intinity of other tools 


and materials for the treatment, upon correct 
principles of art, of the finger nails. The 
manicure herself, seated on a low stool in the 
window, was a large, fine-looking woman. 
very tastefully dressed, apt of tongug and deft 
of hand while plying her novel craff. Before 
her stood a luxurious armchair for the person 
to be operated upon. 

**Yes,’’ said she, looking up pleasantly, ‘‘1 
was the first, and I believé am still the only, 
manicure inthis country. Itis wonderful to 
me that there are not more here to practice the 
art. In France manicures are as common as 
barbers in New York, and there should be 


-eneugh demand for their services to bring 


them into equal request here. As a mark of 
refinement, of scood breeding, careful 
keeping and beautifying of the finger 
nails is as essential as the care _of 
ihe teeth. Perhaps it is even more 


so, for taking care of the teeth is in large part 
a matter of selfish interest to the owner of the 
teeth, but in caring for the tinger nails we do 
so ovtof consideration for decency, jove of 
the beautiful, and regard for the feelings of 
those with whom we are brought in contact. 
Nails, you know, will not ache, even though 
they many be in permanent mourning, bitten 
ds ragged asthe edge ofa saw and fringed 
with fraved euticle and hang nails. Perhaps 
thatis why so many people neglect them. 
But Leannot complain. When TL started in 
business, two Vears ago, I waited soine days 
before my first customer came—a lady, who

a day, and as each one takes an average of 
three-quarters‘ef an honr, my bands are kept 
pretty busy alfday long. A great number of 
ny customers are reguiar. That is, instead 
of coming infor an occasional tixing up of 
their nails, as a man voes into a strange bar- 
ber shop for a shave, they take regular cours- 
esof treatnient, for three months ata time, 
coming to mie once a week. 

**Those who thus artistically beautify their 
digits are of the verv best class of society. 
They are Jadies of the highest families, gen- 
tiemen of the most aristocratic clubs, bank- 
ers, brokers and merchants. | Know of but 
one politician among them. 

‘My principal customers are ladies of 
wealth and retinement. Allthe members of 
four of the wealthiest fainilies of New York, 
fromthe children up to the vrandparents, 
eome to me once a week, (one of those fam- 
lies has been verv unfortunate inuts nails. J 
have had to cure them of almost every blem- 
ish. defect, and bad habit possible. but at last, 
fam happy to say, have got them in beautiful 
conomion.” 

‘What do you mean by blemishes, 
and bad habits?’ 

**Blemishes include discolorations, white 
spots and opacity: brittle and bad-growing 
nails are defective, and among the many bad 
habits are punching at the matrix at the base 
of the nail until it isrough and raised inn un- 
sizhtly and ofien painful manner, as that prac- 
tice is a prolific cause of hang-nails: biting the

The case of 
PRIEST AGAINST CHOUTEAU 

had its origin some six years ago, when Mr. 


John G. Priest began advancing various sums” 


of money to Mr. Ben De 
Bar When the amount reacned 
$6,000 he took a deed of trust ‘to secure his 
loans and. indorsements, which was dated June 
15th, 1877. This deed conveyed in trust one- 
balf. of the house and leasehold and 
all of the personal property belonging to Ben 
De Bar, which consisted of nearly all the deco- 
rations, stage paraphernalia, fixtures, chande- 
liers, scenery and other furniture in the Grand 
Opera-nouse.
